The Home Oonsumer Pays. 
The new wheat board will sell 
wheat to the mills at the export 
price. The export price to the 
home purchaser is, or will be 
whatever the wheat board says it 
is. When the board is not able to 
sell to the foreign consumer at the 
price which it demands, it can still 
compel the miller to pay that price 
or do without wheat. The miller 
must charge the cost of the wheat 
in the price of his flour. It is con 
templated that the wheat board 
shall hold wheat over the (assum 
ed) low priced fall period, in 
order to get the advantage of the 

assumed) higher prices of the fol 

lowing spring and summer, But 
the Canadian consumer needs 
bread during those months of 
waiting and the miller must buy 
wheat in order to sell him flour 
The wheat board will not sell to 
the miller at the world’s market 
price of the day of purchase if it 
is holding for a higher price, The 
consumer in turn must pay the 
miller for flour at a price based on 
what the miller paid for the wheat 
vot on the price then prevailing on 
the world’s market. 

It may be that the expectations 
j of the board as to future price Ww ill 
lnot be realized and that a lower 
| price has ultimately to be accepted 
|for wheat. In that case the miller 
fand the consumer have already 
| paid the higher price, and have 
|helped the farmer’s participation 
leertificates to that extent, with 
out recourse 

In view of the fact that the 
miller may be called upon to pa) 
more than the wheat is actually 
worth in the fall—on Mr. Woods 
theory of the wheat board opera 
tions—and may be able to buy 
wheat more cheaply in the spring 
| (if the world’s markets go lower 
instead of higher), he must insure

The new wheat board is operat 
|ing under very different conditions 
|from the old one, and as already 
inoted, with a directly opposite 
purpose, The old board was ap 


pointed to keep the consumers’, 


| prices down, both home and fo 
| reign; the new board is as distinet 
ly appointed to keep consumers 


tprices up, home as well as 


|foreign. While the new board 


}lacks direct control over flour 
| prices its control of the wheat of 
| the two principal wheat producing 


provinces is as absolute as that of 
the old board 

What the old board did to the 
home consumer may be shortly 
stated: For the four months from 
early August until early December 
the wheat board charged the mil 
ler on a basie price of $2.30 per 
bushel.

The producer received for the
